Lyman Wilbur of Stanford Unil- 
versity, addressing -the Common- 
wealth club. 

“Why not try?” he baked, “a 
new form of imperialism in which 
the big, powerful aud rich United 
strive to help the 
Latin-American republics to be- 
come strong, self-reliant and re- 
sponsible demoeracies.
